THE SCHOOL-TO-PRISON 
PIPELINE 


Minnesota is prepared to ease back on sentencing — 
except, weirdly, on weed 


T here are too many Americans 
going to prison. Liberals think 
the system is unfairly punitive 
and inherently racist, with the 
school-to-prison pipeline doing everything 
it can to destroy families. Conservatives say 
the whole thing just costs too damn much. 

The trend of lockin’ ’em up and throwin’ 
away the key is slowly coming to an end. 
Even in Minnesota, which imprisons its 
people at the second-lowest rate in the 
country, behind only Maine. 

Still, with289 out of every100,000people 
in the joint, Minnesota’s incarceration rate 
would rank us 37th among countries world¬ 
wide. Just behind Iran. 

Accordingto the Star Tribune, lawmakers 
have reached a tentative deal that would 


drastically reform sentences for drug crimes. 

As it stands, anyone caught with 10 grams 
of methamphetamine or cocaine is facing 
about seven years in the slammer. Under the 
new law, the threshold would be 17 grams 
(about half an ounce), and the sentencing 
guideline would be cut to more like five years. 

More important, people with up to three 
grams would face four years of probation 
instead of four years in prison, as it’s cur¬ 
rently structured. This is good! 

Here’s what’s bad: 

While cops and prosecutors are cool with 
lowering the penalties on dealers and users 
of hard drugs, they’re rolling out harsher 
punishments for the most common drug of 
all: pot. Though Minnesota has approved it 
(sort of) for medicinal use—and it’s perfectly 



legal in four states and soon the whole of 
Canada — Minnesota is going backward. 

Under the terms sketched out by the 
Strib, the amount of marijuana necessary 
to trigger a 65-month sentence would drop 
from 110 pounds to 55 pounds. Likewise, 
the amount of weed needed to trigger a 
second-degree possession charge would 
also be cut in half Here, at least, the reforms 
would give offenders four years of probation 


instead of four years in prison. 

Admittedly, 55 pounds of marijuana is 
a lot of weed. For an individual user, it’s 
enough to easily get you through the next 
40 times Willie Nelson or Snoop Dogg crash 
on your couch for the weekend. 

But remember, it’s 2016. If you had 100 
pounds of pot to get rid of and lived in, 
say, Denver, you’re not a felon. You’re an

The plot to save 
the Pioneer Press 

A desperate attempt to free the paper from hedge-fund goons 


E lizabeth Mohr spent March 31 cry¬ 
ing at her desk. Crying and typing. 

A week earlier, she had 
approached Pioneer Press edi¬ 
tor Mike Burbach, telling him she’d take 
a buyout after a decade as the paper’s cops 
and courts reporter. Mohr, 35, was by far the 
youngest of six employees leavingthe paper. 

She was on deadline that day, filing an 
investigation into court handling of mental 
health cases. Just as she was supposed to take 
abreak for her “going awa/’ cake, someone 
came by Mohr’s desk with breaking news: 
Charges had been filed in a recent homicide. 

She filed both stories and ate her cake. 
Someone gave her a bottle of whiskey. She 
and other reporters started doing shots at 
her desk. 

“I’m a mom, I have kids,” Mohr says. “I 
was in a job that was getting harder and 
more stressful, and I was never going to 
get another raise.” 

The oldest newspaper in Minnesota 
had been reduced to a skeleton. Now, its 
overlords were simply picking at the bones. 

On paper, the Pioneer Press is owned by 
Digital First Media, a chain with papers in 
California, Michigan, Colorado, Pennsyl¬ 
vania, and along the East Coast. 

In truth, it belongs to Alden Global Capital, 
a hedge fund with billions of dollars in its 
portfolio. Alden specializes in what’s called 
‘Vulture capitalism,” bu 5 dngbusinesses that 
are undervalued, but still on the way down. 
They wring out these companies far away 
from Alden’s Manhattan skyscraper. Then 


they pick at the scraps. 

When the Pioneer Press moved to its 
new offices on St. Paul’s west side, someone 
looked out the window and noticed that 
a bird had taken up residence on a ledge. 
A turkey vulture. The next week another 
showed up, then a third. Reporters named

the trio “Alden,” “Global,” and “Capital.” 

There was no formal announcement to 
staff that Alden had acquired Digital F irst. 
Reporters discovered this fact by combing 
through bankruptcy filings in 2010. As far 
as they know, no one from Alden has ever 
set foot in the newsroom. 

It’s notthat the Pioneer Press isn’t making 
money: Last year, reporters and editors got 
profit sharing after the penny-grubbers at 
Alden took their cut. It’s just not making 
enough. 


Hedge funds promise their investors 
returns in the neighborhood of 20 percent. 
Newspapers haven’t been that profitable for 
decades. The only way to hit those num¬ 
bers is to cut costs. That’s usually done by 
slashing employees. 

Dave Orrick, an outdoors writer and the 
leader of the Pioneer Press union, says the 
“holy shit” moment came last year, when 
reporters learned their printing plant and 
downtown office building were being sold. 
The office had been listed for $4 million. 
How much of that profit would be invested 
in the paper? they asked. None. The hedge 
fund was taking it all. 

A while back, the union took out one of 
the strangest newspaper ads in memory. 
For sale: One newspaper, with a small, des¬ 
perate but dedicated staff, and a Sunday 
circulation approaching200,000. Sale price 
negotiable, as determined by money men 
in Manhattan. 

The Pioneer Press business department 
turned down the ad. So they took their busi¬ 
ness to the Star Tribune. 

It worked. Orrick and others have heard 
from prospective buyers, and are hitting up 
wealthy sources and acquaintances. 

A couple weeks ago, Orrick and reporter 
Nick Woltman had coffee with “an important 
individual who cares about the East Metro,” 
Orrick says. Their companion had no idea 
the paper was being plucked to death. 

“A lot of people don’t know the situation 
we’re in,” Woltman says. “They’re surprised 
when we tell them we’re owned by a hedge 



fund, based in New York, and we have very 
little control over what happens to us.” 

Local media hound David Brauer says 
people have been pre-filing obituaries for 
the Pioneer Press since at least 1987. He 
admires the way the band has kept pla 5 dng 
long after hitting the iceberg. 

“I’m rooting for them. But do I think 
it’ll be around 10 years from now?” Brauer 
says. “No. But then I would’ve said that 10 
years ago.” 

One of Orrick’s conversations progressed 
far enough that the possible buyer asked 
for financial details about the company. 

“There was this awkward exchange 
between me and other people in the com¬ 
pany, saying, ‘Hey, I’m a reporter here in 
St. Paul... and I’ve got someone who may 
want to buy us,”’ Orrick says. 

Weird as it was, they took him seriously. 

Orrick is in the curious position of tr54ng 
to sell something he doesn’t own. He’s not 
a salesman, or even a business guy. Last 
Wednesday, Orrick intended to spend his 
afternoon “out in the woods,” hoping to get 
far enough out to lose cell phone service. 
He’s more at home out on a lake. 

Now, he’s rigging up the biggest lure of 
his life, hoping something’s biting. 03

On a spring afternoon, Walton skate park is a brutal 
wash of white, a valley of scuffed concrete and sheet 
metal fixed in the shadow of the Oakdale police station. 

Lanky young men in their 20s with bruised knees 
and banged-up boards — the reigning generation of 
neighborhood skaters who own this humble place — 
/1. 0 line the cramped plateau of a quarter pipe. 

\ A skater dives down the belly of the ramp toward 
V a pyramid with a flat top. As the incline rushes up to 
^meet him, he kicks up a trick. One by one, they take 
turns weaving through the park, crossing back and 
forth. No one says a word. 

When Joel Goltry strolls through the chain link 
gate, passing the rock memorial of a beloved skate¬ 
boarder who died the previous winter, it’s obvious he’s 
a stranger on strange turf At 35, Goltry, with his full 
sleeve of dirtbag chic tattoos, is a lot older than these 
tender North High grads. Nobody’s seen him before. 

For people who aren’t known for their reverence 
for rules, skateboarders have certain edicts about 
their parks. You wait your turn. You don’t cut off 
anybody else’s run, especially if you’re some fresh- 
faced tourist. The locals can be dicks. 

This day there’s just enough room for Goltry to 
keep to himself His movements are rigid. His bal¬ 
ance needs work. He attempts some tricks, but his

mind and his ego are leagues beyond his actual ability. , 

As the other skaters cast long glances, he stops, 
bends down, and folds up the denim of his left pant 
leg to show off the fiberglass prosthetic underneath, \ 
signaling an explanation without the awkward con¬ 
versation. 

Don’t give me shit, the leg says. 

A younger man rolls up. He has a bouldering build e 
more suitable for the crushing physicality of football ' 

than the delicate balance of skateboarding. His hair 
is cropped like a jarhead’s, his cheeks ruddy from\ 
the biting cold of Oakdale in April. He introduces 
himself as Sam Sellie. 

Sellie offers Goltry a tip for that complex, kick-flip 
plus shove-it combination trick that keeps tripping him 
up. Relax, keep your shoulders back, the young skater 
suggests. Goltry takes another shot. He gets closer. 

Sellie can’t help but ask: How does Goltry feel the 
board? * . 

As anyone who’s tried to fly a plank of wood sus-^^^ 
pended on four wheels knows, the tilt of the earth 
beneath that board is a constant rumble of informa¬ 
tion. How is it even possible to skate with a fake leg? 

Goltry admits he has yet to figure it out. 

In 2010, he lost his leg in a motorcycle accident. 
After dozens of painful reconstruction surgeries to

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save it, he begged the doctor to saw it off. 
It took time to relearn how to walk. 

Four years later, an itch returned from 
his teenage years, when he skated with 
neighborhood kids around the schools and 
homemade ramps ofWest Bend, Wisconsin. 
He bought a new board and started pla 3 dng 
around in the parking lot of his North St. 
Paul apartment, trying to regain his balance. 

This is his first time skating as a gimp 
at a park. 

Sellie is in awe. 

Over the next year, Goltry returns regu¬ 
larly. His friendship with Sellie is funda¬ 
mentally simple. They skate and watch 
each other crash. When one lands a trick, 
the other feels it too. 

By the following summer, Goltry begins 
to get his bearings. He’s got balance and 
speed. He’s catching air. 

One day it strikes him that Sellie hasn’t 
been around. 

Soon enough, another skater approaches 
and asks him about his amputation, how 
long it took him to skate again, what he 
needed to do. 

A friend just lost a leg, the skater explains. 
His friend Sam Sellie. 

The time bomb inside Sam 

Sellie is 21 years old, a son of North St. Paul. 
After high school, he enrolled in Minne¬ 
apolis Business College in Roseville, a tiny 
for-profit school that assured job placements 
for 90 percent of its graduates. 

Two years later, after piling up loans 
studying graphic design, Sellie discovered 
that Minneapolis Business College’s way 
of fulfilling that promise was to send him 
job openings at Office Depot. 

He got a temp job at the University of 
Minnesota’s ag department, la 5 dng experi¬ 
mental fertilizer in fields of research corn. 
He was working toward moving out of his 
parents’ home, moving on with his life, 
eventually going to a real school. 


His escape was the park. Since age 12, 
Sellie had skated nearly every day at Wal¬ 
ton. The way he saw the world, every rail 
or curb or ledge was something to skate. 

But Sellie was bom with a bicuspid aortic 
valve: a leaky valve that stubbornly refuses 
to close between pumps of the heart. The 
condition is difficult to detect in infants 
and deadly to adults. He wasn’t diagnosed 
until 2012, when asthma flared in his chest 
and his heartbeat began to rap with an 
offbeat flicker. 

Doctors monitored his heart for three 
years. By April of last year, an operation 
was necessary to save his life. 

After surgeons closed him up, two seismic 
heart attacks, one after the other, stopped 
Sellie’s heart. He was hooked up to life 
support as pressure in his left calf muscle 
built to critical levels, cutting off oxygen 
to nerve cells. 

Forty-eight hours after they sent their 
only son to the operating table, Sellie’s 
parents were told the leg had to come off 

Sellie lay in a medically induced coma 
for two weeks, his mind ensnared by psy¬ 
chedelic dreams of swimming in lakes of 
nacho cheese. When he woke, he wasn’t 
sure what year it was. He did the wiggle- 
your-toes thing—first his right foot, which 
worked fine, then the left. No response, 
but whatever. Beyond the window of the 
intensive care unit was a sea of friends with 
their noses pressed up to the glass, staring 
at him like somebody had died. 

Sellie cracked a dmg-addled grin and held 
up the devil’s horns. “Hey, what’s up guys?” 

Then the doctor came in and told him 
about the leg. 

When Sellie got out of the hospital, the 
gawkingcommenced. There were times he’d 
crutch into a bar with the gaping shortage 
where his leg used to be, and people would 
offer to buy him drinks. They’d thank him 
for his service — not a farfetched assump¬ 
tion for a bulky dude with a jarhead cut.

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Sellie, who’d grown up at Walton skate park, 
returned on wheels a year after losing his leg. 


Sellie always set them straight. 

There was pain, a constant, drilling 
agony from misfiring overactive nerves. 
He self-medicated with blunts, rolled by 
friends as they cruised the backroads of 
Stillwater at 1 a.m. Little else helped to fill 
the long hours he spent at home stretching 
and trying to eat back the 30 pounds he 
lost in the hospital. 

In the quiet ofhis room, his newmechani- 
cal heart made a mighty ticking sound, 
steady as the hands of a clock. 

One month after Sellie’s return to the 
land of the living, Goltry started blowing 
up his phone. 

What they never talked about at the 
park, Goltry said, was the vast world of 
adaptive action sports, a ripe reservoir of 
opportunity for extreme snowboarding, 
skateboarding, and watercraft for amputees 
just like them. There were other people 
in town who’d already traversed that tun¬ 
nel of pain lyingbefore Sellie, people who 
could teach him ever 5 Thing he needed to 
know to get back on a board. 

‘'Half the battle is keeping your head 
in the game,” Goltry says. “There’s a mil¬ 
lion people out here who want to see you 
succeed. So much love, man. There’s this 
weird little group in Minneapolis. We’re 
all very active and hang out together and 
do awesome shit.” 

Dreams of skateboarding again had 


clouded the slow and droning moments 
of Sellie’s new sabbatical. Abstinence was 
cruel. 

His friends were skeptical of this new 
association with Goltry, his mom anxious. 


The man was a relative stranger. What did 
Sellie even know about him? 

The bond was difficult to explain. It 
wasn’t that they were amputees. It was that 
they both chased that mysterious sense that 


skateboarding releases. Call it adrenaline. 
Call it transcendence. Call it euphoria, the 
high that comes with landing a trick you 
broke a bone learning, the dismantling of 
that noxious fear you held deep in your 
chest as you charged for the edge. 

“He’s a skater,” Sellie tried to explain. 
“I trust him.” 

The Amputee Adventure Club 

In early November Goltry invited Sellie 
to meet some friends — fellow amputee 
athletes and coaches — at the Dog House 
Bar in Maplewood. Before rallying with the 
others, the two chilled on Goltry’s couch, 
watching reruns of South Park. 

In the legendary season one finale, 
“Cartman’s Mom is a Dirty Slut,” the foul- 
mouthed yet periodically sensitive Cartman 
tries to locate his dad, but must first sort 
through his mother’s robust sexual history. 
There’s a scene in a bar where Cartman’s 
third grade teacher denies fathering him 
and shouts across the room, “Who here 
hasn’t had sex with Mrs. Cartman?” The 
mayor, the principal, the priest, and Jesus 
all have. 

“I haven’t,” answers Halfy, an amputee 
who looks something like a shaggier Shaggy 
from ScoobyDoo. 

“You don’t count, Halfy,” the teacher 
snaps. ‘You don’t have any legs.” 

Sellie and Goltry burst out laughing as 
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they recounted the episode over pints at 
the Dog House. Sellie had watched that 
episode a half-dozen times, never notic¬ 
ing a second-long scene showing Halfy 
sitting on the floor because, well, he has 
no legs. It took him a moment to register 
how terribly offensive it was. 

‘Most people are like, ‘That’s funny...’ But 
we’re like, ‘OHH, what? Hey, hey! That’s 
funny! That’s fucking funny!’” 

Joining them were skaters Daniel 
Edmondson and Troy Benesh, as well as 
Matt Hawkins, an adaptive skateboarding 
coach from Kansas City. They’re mountain¬ 
ous, athletic men embossed with tattoos and 
piercings. Below the table was their artillery 
of sleek, top-of-the-line prosthetic legs. 

They clinked glasses. “Sam, welcome 
to our amputee adventure club,” Goltry 
toasted. “Flingin’ stumps. Rush life.” 

The amputee community is growing, 
they told Sellie, because doctors are getting 
better at saving lives. In 2010, Goltry was 
living in Milwaukee when a car crashed 
into his motorcycle and crushed his leg. 

Edmondson was freight-hopping on 
Nicollet Island two years ago when he lost 
his grip on a ladder and slipped beneath 
the train. 

Benesh lost both legs to a staph infec¬ 
tion that grew from a microscopic cut on 
his pinky finger. 

Hawkins survived a2008 wreck that left 


his car a twist of steel and glass. 

With more amputees in the world, the 
prosthetics industry responded with lighter, 
smarter, more d 3 mamic limbs. This shrunk 
the once unbreachable channel between 
amputees and the able-bodied. 

That’s the promise of technological 
progress, the older men told Sellie. What’s 
harder is dumping the mental blocks that 
weigh them down. 


“But because you’re a skater, you already 
know how to push through pain,” Edmon¬ 
son said. 

“You roll up to a hill, you do it and you 
fuck up,” Hawkins added. “You do it again 
and you fuck up, it hurts. You’re like, all 
right, Tm gonna do it again.” 

Hawkins had been skateboarding heavily 
for a decade when his car crashed. Returning 


to the park meant ever 5 ^ing was different 
— the foot placement, the pumping, hav¬ 
ing to kick where he used to drag. Muscle 
memory could drive a good skater crazy. 

Though Sellie had been a fountainhead 
of questions throughout the night, this gave 
him pause. 

At closing time, Goltry, Edmondson, and 
Hawkins resolved to reconvene at Walton. 
Sellie opted out. He’d been tired ever since 


the surgery. 

In the middle of the night, the men 
charged into Walton, slipping and crash¬ 
ing and flying high. 

Goltry admits that he wouldn’t take his 
leg back for ever 5 l;hinghe’s accomplished 
since he lost it. The motorcycle accident was 
a wake-up call, an opportunity to quit his 
job at the screen printing business where 


he’d stagnated for years. He wanted to study 
prosthetics, and Century College in White 
Bear Lake happened to have one of the only 
programs in the nation. So he moved to 
North St. Paul and got his degree. 

It’s a novel idea — that life is better 
after amputation, all things considered. 
He wouldn’t trade his new life despite all 
the blood and the pain, the daily struggle 
and daily looks, the unwanted attention 
from Instagram fetishists and the dating 
complications of Tinder girls who ghost 
at mere mention of a handicap. 

Hawkins agrees. He didn’t have his head 
screwed on right before the wreck. He was 
a shithead who got into fights, broke into 
cars. Now he teaches skateboarding clinics 
for kids, and heads a network of amputee 
skaters from all over the country. 

Edmondson is more reticent as he 
reflects on that troubled year before his 
fateful “howl at the moon” moment. He’d 
been unwittingly enabling an alcoholic 
girlfriend who eventually broke his nose 
in a drunken outburst. He was laid off 
from a full-time job at the downtown St. 
Paul YMCA, and used the severance to 
buy a van, which sputtered out and died 
within a month. Broke and in pain, all he’d 
longed for as he reached for the passing 
train that winter night was an adrenaline 
shot to the heart. 

Whatthe menknownow—and whatthey

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want Sellie to hear — is that a cataclysmic 
event either destroys you or reinvents you. 

“Anybody who goes through amputa¬ 
tion goes through shit,” Goltry says. “We 
don’t want to try to explain to you. It’s a 
world you don’t want to walk into. But 
if you have to, there are people who will 
hold your hand and take you in the door 
and out the exit and say, ‘It’s okay, we got 
through this. Now it’s just about moving 
forward.’” 

Tugging the string 

Twice a month at Allina’s Courage Kenny 
Rehab Center in Minneapolis, Sellie lies on 
his back in a giant spring bed as a physi¬ 
cal therapist pushes his knee back into 
his chest as far as it will go. His face is a 
rosy grimace. 

The therapist orders Sellie onto a tiny 
trampoline tauntingly imprinted with the 
brand name “Pure Fun.” He hops on one 
leg for three minutes at a time until rasping 
breath and the rush of blood make him 
want to puke. 

Sellie’s recovery hit a snag when the 
first prosthesis left a throbbing ache in 
his residual limb. Doctors suspected neu¬ 
roma, a frayed nerve that wants to extend 
its endings into new tissue. Finding none, 
it bunches into itself like a bonsai root, 
producing agony. 

Until doctors could absolutely identify 
the cause of his pain, they took his leg away. 

This uncertainty is a source of constant, 
debilitating frustration, holding up every 
aspect of Sellie’s life. So he stays with his 
parents, who subsist off his dad’s job paint¬ 
ing classrooms and dorms at the U. He 
doesn’t feel great about it. 

Sellie hasn’t held a job since before 
the surgery, when he harvested corn for 
the U. That kind of heavy labor is beyond 
his realm of ability now. He has yet to 
assemble the courage to crutch into an 
interview room with his residual limb 
hanging loose. 

Blood thinners also prevent him from 
returning to the park. If he crashes and 
hurts himself, he could bruise and bleed 
excessively. 

But Coltry and Edmondson keep beckon¬ 
ing him to the 3rd Lair skate park in Colden 
Valley. They believe Sellie could put his 
mind ahead of his body just by watching 
the basic modifications amputees make 
in order to skate. They also want to get 
him out of the house. Isolation causes the 
mind to run. 

Sellie always has some excuse, but he 
insists all’s right in his heart. 

“I occasionally get that feeling, like 
depression and that kind of stuff,” he admits 
in haltingwords. “I just wannabe as happy 
as I can all the time, just for the fact of my 
friends. I didn’t go through what they went 
through. I didn’t watch their best friend 
almost die. I’ve been trying to be as happy 
and as positive as I can be for them and 
for my parents and all that.” 


Sellie prefers to spend time with his high 
school friends, the guys who popped up 
out of the past when he needed it most. 
Their company, along with weed, is the 
only thing that helps. 

Yet there were problems with his life even 
prior to losing the leg. In the months lead¬ 
ing up to the operation, Sellie would spend 
every night at the Dog House, drinking and 
smoking as much as he could, knowing he 
had a heart condition. 

Goltry and Edmondson remain 
undaunted. Though Sellie avoids the park, 
Goltry discovers he can lure him out for 
burgers and beers at Neuman’s. Edmond¬ 
son also invites Sellie to watch his adap¬ 


tive floor hockey team play. They end up 
kicking a board around in the parking lot 
of Wayzata High School. Leaning on his 
crutches, Sellie shows Edmondson how 
to do a shove-it with one leg. 

When Goltry and Edmondson go to 3rd 
Lair on Saturday mornings, they invoke 
Sellie in countless Facebook posts, hoping 
that just seeing them skate will bring him 
around to giving it a try. Even if he has to 
roll down a ramp on his butt. 

In early April, Edmondson strips off both 
prosthetics and places them by the side of 
the rink as he kneels on his skateboard. 
He speeds up and down the floor using 
only his arms, as the hordes of 10-year-old 


skaters that crowd 3rd Lair every week¬ 
end stare and take video. Usually averse to 
posting photos of himself without the legs, 
Edmondson wants Sellie to know there’s 
no shame in learning all over and skating 
any way he can. 

Homecoming 

The first anniversary of the day Sellie lost 
his leg looms large as summer approaches. 
The memory of Goltry’s plan to get him 
on a board by the end of the year seems 
like distant fantasy. There’s no way anyone 
could have anticipated the medical com¬ 
plications that slowed Sellie’s transition 
to prosthetics for so long.

Edmondson is moving soon to Kansas 
City, where he’ll work for Hawkins as a 
coach for Adaptive Skate Kollective. Goltry 
is leaving too. He’s just been hired to do 
marketing for prosthetics maker Ability 
D 5 mamics in Tempe, Arizona. By fall, Sellie 
will be on his own. 

Doctors are still no closer to diagnosing 
the pain in his leg. His MRI came back 
showing no signs of a neuroma. Still, they’ve 
decided to put him in a new prosthetic, one 
that envelops more of his residual limb 
and rides higher on his thigh, which helps 
distribute pressure more evenly. 

He wears it an hour a day, three days a 
week. The other day, he tried an ollie in 
his living room. He stood on the board, 
gave it a little pop with his back foot, and 
his front foot nearly flew off He wants, so 
badly, to skate. 

On a sunny Saturday afternoon, the first 
pleasant weekend in April, skaters trickled 
into Walton. A bare chested young man 
dragged in a cooler full of Grain Belt, popped 
a few bottles, then set the cooler at the 
base of a flight of stairs so the others can 
flip tricks over it. Goltry and Edmondson 
were warmingup on the ramps when Sellie 
rolled up in his wheelchair, smoking ablunt. 

Edmondson grabbed Sellie’s wheelchair 
and pushed him down a bank, dragging 
along on his skateboard. They did wheelies 
across the concrete floor. 

Edmondson insisted on taking Sellie to 
the top of a long hill just beyond the skate 
park to try some downhill. 

“1 don’t like it. I don’t like it,” Sellie mut¬ 
tered, grinning nervously as he tried to fit 
himself on the board a dozen different ways. 

Edmondson showed him how to lie on 
his stomach, or kneel with the board in his 
hands. In the end, Sellie sat precariously, 
residual limb extended out front, wrapped 
in a knee pad. 


His face was set in stony resolution as 
he went whistling down the hill. 

At the end of April, Sellie boarded a plane 
with Goltry and Edmondson, bound for 
Dallas and the WCMX World Champion¬ 
ship, an adaptive skate competition. He’s 
never been on a plane before — never been 
out of the state, even. 

Goltry convinced him with free airfare — 
and the killer weed that comes with being 
around so many skaters. Hawkins’ Adaptive 
Skate Kollective forfeited prize money to 
pay for the ticket. 

Sellie, the park rat who never got noticed 
for a sponsorship, who never had much 
chance to compete or travel, couldn’t resist. 

With his ears full of the grinding of gears, 
Sellie spent the weekend riding a board 
on his butt, jamming with adaptive skate¬ 
boarders from all over the world amassed 
in one pit. He dropped in on a ramp and hit 
a skinny metal rail over and over, bailing 
out, falling flat, eating shit. He worked so 
hard under the hot Dallas sun, he threw 
up behind the park after a couple runs. 

‘Tailing actually felt good,” Sellie said. “I 
would just black out and skate. I couldn’t 
hear the roar of the crowd, the music, the 
announcer. The adrenaline just kicked in 
and I had no idea, I just kept going.” 

Goltry, Edmondson, and Hawkins were 
among the blur of skaters watching from 
all around the rink when Sellie sailed half¬ 
way on top of the rail and started sliding 
backward. He prayed to God to help him 
through. Balancingthe whole way down in 
reverse, he rolled off smoothly and punched 
the air in triumph. 

He’d unintentionally landed a 50-50 
fakey, the trick of the day. 

Everyone went wild. The park thundered 
with the clap of skaters slamming the tail 
ends of their boards against the ground 
in salute. 03

A PRINCELY FEAST 

The Purple One’s personal chefs talk about life at Paisley Park

T he last meal Ray Roberts pre¬ 
pared for Prince was roasted 
red pepper bisque and a kale 
salad. When he entered Paisley 
Park that night, he was told he could 
just leave the meal and go. 

‘Whatever was going on with him that 
night, he clearly wanted to be alone,” 
said Roberts. Typically, the artist was 
jovial and his home and recording studio 
was a joyful, light-filled, fun place to be. 

By the following morning, Roberts 
would discover that Prince never did 
eat that dinner. By now we all know why. 

“He didn’t seem like his normal self that 
night. He’d been like that for months.” 

Roberts and his wife, Juell, had been 
cooking and serving dinner, six nights a 
week, to Prince for the past three years. 


They are among the 30 or so inner circle 
of friends, family, and employees who 
attended the superstar’s private memo¬ 
rial Saturday before last. Though Prince 
was notoriously private, the couple con¬ 
sidered him something of a friend, and 
were treated in kind by their employer. 

If they had one message about what 
working for Prince was like it’s that it 
was always joyful. “Prince was always 
funny. He had funny interactions. He 
was a breath of fresh air. All the people 
around there have so much joy and life. 
Everyone there believed in something 
bigger than themselves,” the two declare 
in a stream of remembrance, alternately 
smiling and tearful. 

They heard the news of his death like 
everyone else — in a Tweet from TMZ. 

“I thought, well, he was the only person 
there last night, so it has to be him,” says 


Roberts, though Juell was incredulous. It 
wasn’t until they received confirmation 
from Prince’s personal assistant a few 
hours later that they learned the tragic 
news was true. Like everyone else, they 
were in shock. 

The couple nabbed the job three years 
ago after a band member’s spouse came 
into their restaurant. Peoples Organic, to 
inquire whether they offered personal 
cooking services. They didn’t. That is, 
until they learned of their potential 
client. Suddenly, they did. A couple of 
auditions and interviews later, they had 
the gig. It was nine months before the 
artist interacted with them directly, but 
eventually, he was comfortable enough 
to make menu requests directly, chat, 
joke, and hang in the kitchen, the way 
all people do, ever 5 rwhere. 

Naturally, the Robertses are bereft. 


and say they’re currently in the anger 
stage of grief. They feel reticent about 
talking to anyone— much less media. Of 
course, they signed confidentiality agree¬ 
ments, and say that even close friends 
were unaware of their position and the 
details surrounding their work. After so 
many years of silence, it feels strange to 
open up, and they’re still protective of 
Prince’s personal life and habits. 

While simultaneously running four 
restaurant locations by day, as well as 
raising two small children, they quietly 
cooked for Prince, virtually every single 
evening that he was in town. Practically 
no one knew except for their parents. 
When asked how they managed to do 
it, they responded: “How could you not 
do it?” 

Their loyalty was rewarded. 

“I know he really enjoyed my cooking,”

says Ray, “and it made him really happy. 
I don’t think that [level of satisfaction] 
was easy for him to get.” 

Was he a perfectionist? Yes. And that 
was just fine with Ray and Juell. “He didn’t 
want anyone around him that was just 
stagnant because he wasn’t stagnant. He 
wanted you to be better every day. He 
kept you on your toes — never in a bad 
way. Always in a good way.” 

That said, they had to be ready for 
whatever at all times, 
and corner-cuttingwas 
not tolerated. ‘Tie liked 
honesty. If something 
went wrong, I had to 
come forward,” Ray 
remembers. 

Once, there was a 
smudge on the outside 
of a package in which 
he had left an overnight 
meal. When he arrived to work the next 
day. Prince was in the kitchen waiting. 
He pointed at the smudge, and simply 
gave Ray the two-fingers-to-the-eyes “I’m 
watching you” gesture. 

It was one of only three times Ray got 
in trouble for an 3 Thing. The other was 
for lateness, and once, for leaving a cake 
out of place. 

“His personal refrigerator was organized 
like it was staged for a photo shoot.” 

They say they saw a lot of employees 
come in and out of the doors. “The people 
who weren’t cutting it? Yeah, their lives 
sucked there. But he was an honest gentle¬ 
man. If he ever made you wait, he always 
apologized. He got doors for you. You never 
wanted to disappoint him.” 

So they didn’t disappoint. 

But the million-dollar question: What 
did he like to eat? 

His soft spot was sweets. 

“I always had to get a lot of dessert going 


first.” Cakes, cookies, sour cream apple 
coffee cake, chocolate mousse, caramel 
sea salt cake, chocolate macadamia nut 
cookies. “Some nights that’s all he had to 
eat.” He was a disciplined eater, though, 
sometimes having only a single bite. 

And sorry, vegans, he wasn’t a member of 
your tribe after all. But he was a vegetarian. 
Meat was among the “long list” of items 
they were not to use, along with onions. 
Feta cheese, and mushrooms. But Roberts 
confesses that he fed 
Prince onions every 
night, finely minced. 
“It was a textural thing. 
He just didn’t want to 
think about it.” 

They had to compile 
that list of “don’ts” 
often by deciphering 
code: “He’d leave a 
single pepper on a 
plate, and that meant: no more peppers. 
A less observant person would have missed 
the signs.” 

Or sometimes, he’d leave them a note 
in the kitchen about something he par¬ 
ticularly liked, and it was always in the 
hierogl 3 q)hic writing he was famous for— 
an eyeball drawn out instead of “I,” for 
instance. “I’d think. I’ll make it again if I can 
figure out what it is!” Ray saved all those 
notes. He came away from the job with 
few other mementoes, taking care never 
to filch even a stray guitar pick, regard¬ 
less of the intense temptation. Prince was 
ever-observant, and they never wanted 
to fall into a test or a trap. 

“Prince didn’t do drama,” says Juell. 

Other favorite dishes were roasted pob- 
lano peppers with pinto beans, fresh corn 
tortillas, and avocados; minestrone soup;

cuisine were also big, along with fresh 
juices and smoothies, lentils, chickpeas, 
and dark greens. 

Though he rarely requested an 5 Thing 
too out of the ordinary, Ray says he still 
had to be ready for anything. There was 
a month where everything had to be raw. 

“Then I think he 
forgot the assignment, 
because when I deliv¬ 
ered the soup, he asked. 

Why is my soup cold?' 

I said: ‘It’s raw’ He said, 

T’m going to stick to 
having hot soups from 
now on.’” 

The couple laugh at 
the memory. 

But for the most 
part, Ray had carte blanche to cook what 
he liked for the artist — they had a nice 
little groove going. Prince called Ray a 
“master.” 

“If he liked what you did, he put you on 
a pedestal. It’s one of the beautiful things 
he did for people.” 

And when he really liked something, 
he’d always smile and say: “That was deli¬ 
cious.” Juell, still red-eyed from days of 
crying, smiles at the memory. 

Prince lived on site, and the kitchen was 
adjacent to the sound studio, so the biggest 
treat of all for Ray was hearing the music, 
every day, loud and clear in the kitchen. 

“This last year he was always working. 
Almost always playing piano. He was des¬ 
tined to be the next Ray Charles on tour.” 
(Prince had been embarking on his “Piano 
and a Microphone” tour, and Roberts says 
Prince was studying Ray Charles videos for 
inspiration. He says Prince would regularly 
play three seconds of a song, dozens of 
times in a row, to get it right.) 

But despite the diligent work, the last 
few months had been worrisome for Ray. 


“The last few months he had the flu or a 
cold, always. There was always something 
going on. He was off his game and needed 
to rest. I had to be careful about what I was 
serving him.” Prince was more frequently 
requesting foods that would help him to 
feel better, or something easy for his throat, 
or foods that made him 
feel like he was being 
nourished. 

And on the Monday 
before he died, he made 
an unusual request: a 
erudite plate with eda- 
mame hummus. “He 
ordered it like he was 
ordering something 
from a restaurant,” 
which seemed odd to 
Ray — it was something Prince almost 
never did. 

But they couldn’t have ever guessed 
that a few months of Prince being under 
the weather and issuing unusual requests 
would end this way. 

So much possibility has been truncated. 
There were plans for a greenhouse and a 
sustainable garden that will never be real¬ 
ized. They were preparing to join Prince 
on tour. There was so much more he was 
going to do, the couple says. 

Now they’re not even sure what to do 
with themselves. 

“I hadn’t stopped moving since I started 
working for Prince three years ago,” Ray 
says with a faraway stare. “The day Prince 
died I stopped moving. It was my dream 
job. I loved every minute of it.” 

They say they 11 always remember Prince 
tooling around the grounds of Paisley Park 
on his bike, wearing platform shoes, maybe 
sipping an iced coffee.

It’s tough to entice readers to pick up 
a collection of poetry, much less one 
that meditates on grief, but author 
Gretchen Marquette has done just 
that with her new book May Day. 
Reflecting on the absence of her 
Army-enlisted brother during his 
deployments in Iraq and Afghani¬ 
stan, plus the demise of a 17-year 
relationship, the Minneapolis-based 
poet invites readers into an intimate, 
emotionally authentic exchange 
that avoids the self-indulgence so 
often associated with the poetry 
of loss. The title of the book serves 
dual purposes: as a distress call and 
as a source of hope for new begin¬ 
nings, though Marquette’s poems 
are heavily weighted on the former. 
Blunt declarations like “There are 
places in the universe where time 
matters / less” or “I’m beginning to 
understand that parts of me / are 
wasted entirely” would be hard to 
swallow if not tempered with lessons 
learned, like “you have to let love be 
practice / for what might happen / 
elsewhere.” By May Day’s end, hope 
emerges, not unlike its namesake 
celebration that welcomes the arrival 
of spring.

Green Room paints the walls red

T itles notwithstanding, Jeremy 
Saulnier’s movies are mosdy crim¬ 
son. The writer/director, who 
first turned heads wii^BlueRuin 
and returns with Green Room, delights in 
high-body-count, zero-sum bloodletting. 

Almost every single one of his characters 
ends up as either victim or villain — some¬ 
times both. Art-house violence is rarely 
aestheticized in such arresting, ghoulish 
fashion as it is in these two films, both of 
which premiered atthe Cannes FilmFestival. 
BlueRuinwas amid-Atlantic revenge fantasy 
that ultimately amounted to less than the 
sum of its parts, but Saulnier learns from 
his mistakes in Green Room. 

The gig economy is taken to its brutal 
extreme here, with a story centered on 
an ailing punk band whom we first meet 
siphoning gas for their van. The Ain’t Rights 
don’t have a social-media presence or more 


than a few bucks to their name, but they 
are thinking of recording a new 7-inch if 
and when they can afford it. After the latest 
show on their makeshift tour falls through, 
the quartet decides to take another gig in 
Seaside, Oregon, despite it being ‘'mostly 
boots and braces down there” — code for 
skinheads. 

This is an occupational hazard for any 
low-rent punk band, it seems, and so they’re 
undeterred; still, poking the hornet’s nest 
by playing the Dead Kennedys’ “Nazi Punks 
Fuck Off” doesn’t exactly endear them to 
the swastika-heavy audience. Which is 
important, because moments after the Ain’t 
Rights finish their set and intend to go their 
merry way, Pat (Anton Yelchin) wanders 
back into the green room to retrieve his 
bandmate’s cellphone and sees something 
he shouldn’t. Neo-Nazis apparently don’t 
take kindly to witnesses, and within min¬ 
utes Green Room has transformed into a 
close-quarters hostage situation. 


On the other side of the door is Patrick 
Stewart, as this bunker’s silver-tongued 
owner, and his small army of jackbooted 
thugs, the most elite of whom wear red 
shoelaces. That tense setup gives way to 
genre set-pieces thatmight actually take your 
breath away, namely a brief power outage 
during a standoff: The lights go out as one 
person in the room keeps a gun pointed at 
another and then, seconds later, someone 
thinks to light a cigarette. Its faint glow is 
the only source of light in a room full of 
panicked punks and one very large skin¬ 
head. Amber, abystander-tumed-belligerent 
played by Imogen Poots, is responsible for 
the bright idea. 

As she did mKnight of Cups, Poots proves 
a magnetic presence here, her millennial 
moodiness imbuing the role with a strange 
kind of pathos. She’s traumatized by what 
she’s seen, but also angrier than anyone 
in the Ain’t Rights — the crime in ques¬ 
tion actually concerns her. She pairs well

with Yelchin, whose desperate bassist 
has the resourcefulness of a DIY stalwart 
with his back against a wall. Everything is 
a weapon in GreenRoom, from box-cutters 
and fluorescent lights to fire extinguishers 
and well-trained Rottweilers, but the only 
ones with a fighting chance of making it 
out of this makeshift battlefield alive are 
those armed with their wits. 

So for all its blood spatter and gore. 
Green Room is ultimately as cerebral as it 
is visceral. Saulnier doesn’t allow for any 
kind of glory or heroism, just hook-or-crook 
survivalism. Yelchin, after abandoning a pep 
talk while the band divvies up weaponry, 
politely declines to take one for himself 
before delivering what must be the film’s 
most realistic line: “Nah, I’m just gonna 
run.” 03

The Moving Company explores what makes us human 



DOMINIQUE SERRAND

T he Moving Company has a big 
year coming up. It’ll be the first 
collaborative theater company 
to take residence in the Dowl¬ 
ing Studio as part of the Guthrie’s new 
Ninth Floor Initiative, creating a major 
new work that will premiere next spring 
on the McGuire Proscenium Stage. At the 
moment, however, the group is presenting 
a quiet, expertly acted little show at the 
Lab Theater in the North Loop. 

Every Sentence Is for the Birds presents a 
scenario resembling the true story of Vic¬ 
tor, the so-called ‘Wild Boy of Ave 5 n:*on,” 
a child who was found at the turn of the 
I9th century in the French woods, where 
he had lived independently for years. In 
1970, filmmaker Fran 9 ois Truffaut told Vic¬ 
tor’s story inL’EnfantSauvage; Dominique 
Serrand and Nathan Keepers cite Truffaut 
among the inspirations for their new play. 

In the production, directed by Serrand, 
Keepers stars as a wild boy who’s discov¬ 
ered by anthropologist Katherine (Suzanne 
Warmanen, who collaborated with Keepers 
and Serrand to write the script). Katherine 
gently introduces the boy to civilization — 
on a set, by Serrand, that elegantly bridges 
indoor and outdoor — and the young man 
gradually develops a poise far beyond what 
Victor ever achieved. With litde plot beyond 
this progression. Every Sentence becomes a 
meditation on what it means to be human. 

A fully grown man playing a feral, pre- 
pubescent boy? Yes, there is some disbelief 
to suspend, but Keepers’ performance is

SO completely realized that the potential 
awkwardness is eclipsed by fascination with 
his achievement. From the moment of his 
wonderfully disconcerting entrance, he 
conveys a sense of profound foreignness. 
Warm and patient, Warmanen treats his 
training as a series of invitations that he 
finds himself accepting. 

Given how compelling Keepers is as the 
wordless boy, it’s surprising how much talk¬ 
ing there is in the play. Katherine opens 
the show with a long monologue about the 
relationship between art and science, and 
the boy — who calls himself “Oh,” having 
assumed that his mentor’s frequent excla¬ 
mation must refer to him—becomes quite 
loquacious himself by the play’s conclu¬ 
sion. The extended remarks directed to the 
audience feel unnecessary in a production 
filled with eloquent gestures. 

Many tellings of Victor’s story, including 
Truffaut’s film, sound a cautionary note 
about the dangers civilized society posed 
to the vulnerable child. That danger is only 
rhetorically suggested in Every Sentence, 
which portrays Oh’s progress as a journey 
of self-discovery. We watch Keepers reca¬ 
pitulate human history, from experimenta¬ 
tion with fire to the cultivation of style and 
intellect. If the play continued, we can only 
imagine that Oh would go on to found his 
own theater company. 03

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PEDDLING METAL 

The new breed at KFAI’s Root of All Evil discusses how Twin Cities metal is changing for the better

I t’s past the witching hour on the West 
Bank, and Nick Rupar waves me down 
from in front of the Hard Times Cafe. 
He’s visibly ragged and audibly a little 
drunk after the sold-out Pig Destroyer gig 
at the Triple Rock, one of several marquee 
shows poppingup in the rapidly rebuilding 
Twin Cities metal scene. 

Rupar, who works in advertising at City 
Pages, isn’t officially certified to host The 
Root of All Evil, the legendary, 29-year- 
strong metal broadcast that airs on KFAI 
every Sunday morning from 1 a.m. to 5 a.m. 
He mostly just hangs around, discussing 
upcoming shows and playing vinyl. But 
he’s part of what has become a family of 
scene stewards — a new breed of heavy-rock 
enthusiasts who are carr 5 dngthe dream of 
founding host Earl Root past the show’s 
landmark 1,500th episode this month. 

It’s a milestone that Root fell seven years 
short of seeing. The revered godfather of 


Twin Cities metal lost a decade-longbattle 
with lymphoma in2008, leaving the show in 
the pitch of chaos. Hosts John Allen and Tim 
Honebrink inherited the show, a partner¬ 
ship that ultimately imploded, ending with 
Honebrink’s banishment after he clashed 
with the Minneapolis community radio 
station. The fallout created a lasting divide 
between the Roofs loyal fanbase and the 
crew that inherited it. 

‘When Earl died, people just assumed 
that the show was gone,” Allen remembers. 
‘Teople stopped tuning in. People said, ‘He’s 
gone, it’s done.’” 

Inside the studio, the ghost of Honebrink 
is still in the air, but it’s too chaotic to pay 
any heed to. Allen’s still with the show, 
though he’s on the mic less and less. Along 
with Brian Hueller, he’s one of the longest- 
tenured midnighters, at eight years. While 
speakingrecently with City Pages, he busies 
himself with cables for the upcoming in- 
studio performance from Mastiff 

Mastiff’s set is indomitable. Their 


ominous chords 
and growling 
vocals reverber¬ 
ate throughout 
KFAI’s tower. Host 
Elena Erofeeva, 
who goes by Mara 
the Death on-air, 
whisks me into the 
green room for a 
crash course in 
Twin Cities metal. 

Things were 
looking apoca¬ 
lyptic in the 
metal commu¬ 
nity around the 
time Root died, 
she says. Not 
long after, in2009, 
Anal Blast front¬ 
man and prolific 
Minnesotabooker 
Don “Lord Stom¬ 
ach” Decker suc¬ 
cumbed to liver 
failure, leavingthe 
scene without one 
of its biggest influ- 
encers. In 2013, St. Paul metal mecca Station 
4 shut down, leavingthe scene without its 
CBGB. But, since joining the show in 2011, 
Erofeeva’s witnessed a total transformation. 

“A few years ago, there was nothing,” 
Erofeeva says. “Now, oh my fucking god, 
it’s exploding. It’s getting big.” 

In a single breath, she runs down a list 
of bookers 50 names long, giving props to 
Swordlord, Jesse Insen, Zero Death Records, 
and the New York Death Metal Militia for 
stepping up to bring in huge national acts 
like Behemoth, Abbath, and of course Pig 
Destroyer to venues like Mill City Nights, 
Cabooze, Turf Club, and Amsterdam Bar & 
Hall. This is Erofeeva’s way. She’s exuberant 
and maybe a little hyperbolic, but as the de 
facto figurehead of Root of All Evil’s asylum 
of metalheads, she has to be. Her job is to 
reanimate a fanbase that nearly died with 
her predecessor. 

“Some people in the community were 
like, ‘Stop the show, start your own show, 
don’t use the name,”’ she remembers. “But 


that’s the way the metal community is. You 
need to prove yourself to them. They’ve 
been marginalized for so fucking long.” 

Back in the studio, host Matt Aipper- 
spach, a.k.a. Matt the Bridgetroll, sits 
hunched over a laptop. A quiet, deliberate 
dungeon master type and a self-proclaimed 
“minion” to Earl Root, Aipperspach joined 
on alongside Kevin Gregorius and Deb 
Freytag as part of a new wave of Root 
regulars. While most would balk at the 
idea of spending their best drinkin’ hours 
in a studio playing ear-splitting music, 
the three have relished the opportunity 
to become part of a program the com¬ 
munity has idolized for the better part of 
30 years. Aipperspach has literally risked 
his life to be on the air. 

During his exam to become a certified 
radio operator, Aipperspach started getting 
headaches. A friend urged him to go to 
urgent care, where the doctors diagnosed 
him with end-stage renal failure. 

“They told him, ‘You have six hours to 
live,”’ Erofeeva remembers. “But it was a 
point of pride. They unhooked him from 
the dialysis machine, he came back here, 
took his exam, and went back to the hospi¬ 
tal and went back on dialysis. Completely 
dramatic.” 

“I’m there every single week,” Aipper¬ 
spach says. “For me, it may sound cliche, 
but it’s a matter of life and death. I feel as 
though, if I’m not there now, it’s a wasted 
opportunity.” 

Somewhere in the shifting of faces and 
popping of buttons, host Vern DeFoe sits 
down and grabs a pair of headphones. 
He too is coming from the Pig Destroyer 
show, and he’s sticky with dried sweat, 
not all of it his own. 

DeFoe has seen the local community 
grow in diversity and fraternity over his 
years playing locally with bands like 
Mordrot and War//Plague. The closing 
of Station 4 allowed for the dissolution 
of the Minneapolis/St. Paul scene rivalry, 
and there’s been a huge ascension of Twin 
Cities bands like Obsequiae, Panopticon, 
and False, all of whom were shouted out 
by Pitchfork in their Best Metal Albums 
of 2015 list. 

“For a really long time, I would say that

the metal scene was predominantly death 
metal and a little bit of black metal,” he 
says, citing the enduring grindcore influ¬ 
ence of Anal Blast in the early 2000s. “But 
we have a lot of great, unique bands of all 
different styles now” 

DeFoe was asked to join the show by 
Root prior to his death, but he couldn’t 
make the overnight commitment at the 
time. He still shows up sporadically, but he’s 
renewed his commitment out of respect 
for his late friend and the open-door policy 
that allowed the young metal enthusiast 
to find a place on the Root. 

“Earl was a community guy, and he 
always had his friends come up,” DeFoe 
says, noting that, despite the sudden boom, 
the scene still hasn’t recovered from the 
losses of Root and Decker. “We’re just try¬ 
ing to engage with people more, because 
we want to stay true to the roots of the 
show itself.” 

While purists may bemoan the new, 
family-style format for the Root of All 
Evil, there’s no doubt that the new suite 
of volunteers are doing all they can to 
stay true to Root’s original vision. The 
show not only welcomes in local bands 
like Mastiff for performances and inter¬ 
views — something Root always wanted 
but never had the resources for — but 
they now also host heavy metal trivia at 
Minneapolis’ Eastlake Craft Brewery on 
Mondays. They know that add-ons like this 
can’t replace Earl Root, but the Root crew 
always has the show’s founder in mind. 

“We’ve done everything we can do to 
keep the show alive and make it grow,” 
Allen says. “I think Earl would be proud 
of that. If he’s out there looking down on 
us, I think he’d be smiling.” 03
